And 
while a few selected “Paupers" have their momentary needs relieved, 
thousands of unemployed workmen and their families perish slowly from 
hunger and exposure. 

Voters of Milwaukee: Your fellow men do not need charity, they 
want justice. This is a rich and great • country and ought to support 
everybody able and willing to work. 

Nothing short of a radical change of the present economic system 
can cure the evil. 

Free Trade and High Tariff. ' 

The repeal of the Sherman silver bill has therefore changed noth¬ 
ing. High Tariff as well as Free Trade are questions, which have a 
meaning to the interested manufacturers only. No employer will pay o r 
can pay his workingmeu higher wages than he is obliged to—no matter 
whether there be Free Trade or a High Tariff in the country. And under 
the present wngc system, so-called industrial crises, are sure to come in 
regular intervals—no matter whether there be Free Trade or a High Tariff 
The destitution existing now, is no worse than has existed in New York 
and other large cities several times before, i. e. in 1810, 1825, 1837, 1847, 
1857 and 1873. Under the present economic system every nation has 
always an army of unemployed, only at times of commercial deprenion 
this army swells to fearful proportions. 
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The Remedy. 

And while we are well aware that only such changes as will ulti¬ 
mately lead to universal co-operation will effectually better the condition 
■of the people, such changes have to be gradually brought about. 

The Co-operative Ticket. 

We, the members of the various trade unions belonging to the Feder¬ 
ated Trades Council, the members of the People’s Party and the members 
of the Socialist Society of Milwaukee, have therefore united to use our 
best efforts for the reform of the existing local abuses that have been 
zaused by the subserviency of the City Council and the Hoard of Super¬ 
visors to moneyed rings and monopolies. 

Public utilities have been and are controlled by private corporations 
to the great injury of ouv people. The good name of our city and county 
has been (Fsgraced by jobbery, favoritism and embezzlements. 

We therefore hold that it is the imperative duty of all honest voters 
who have the Welfare of the city at heart to combine for the purpose of 
abolishing ring rule and jobbery, and for the purpose of electing honest 
and reliable business and workingmen to office, instead of professional 
politicians. To this end we ask the co-operation of all honest end inde¬ 
pendent citizens without regard to party, fortune or creed. 

Are Plain. 

The demands of our platform are plain and straight-forward. 

It is a fact that the salaries of many of our public officials are too 
high compared with those paid in private enterprises for the same ability 
and services. An equalization would put a stop to the often disgraceful 
scramble for public office. 

I><» Away with tlie Contract System. 

If the city would do away with the contract fiystem and employ 
workmen directly, there would be no combination of contractors and no 
profits to middle men. there would be no jobbery and no bribery, and 
therefore the city as well as the workmen would be benefited. This sys¬ 
tem has been adopted in London, Liverpool, Herlin and other large Euro¬ 
pean cities to the great advantage of all concerned, except of course the 
contractors. 

Tlie Question of Treasury Warrants. 



In order to enable the city to employ idle workmen and secure the 
rue object of government, the greatest good to the greatest number, 
‘treasury warrants" should be issued. It has been charged that the 
ssue of such warrants would interfere wUh the legitimate business of 
the banks, and that it is illegal. If this be true, the sooner we elect men 
to our legislative bodies who will pass laws to make it legal, the better. 
Such warrants if made receivable for taxes would not depreciate, because 
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they would be bought up for payment of taxes as soon as they fall 
below par. 

Even Sharper Than Jay Gould. 

One of the principal cutises of corruption in politics is the fact thar 
large corporations have control of public improvements and utilities. Tu 
order to maintain their special privileges, to keep up extortionate rates 
and to hold franchises that shojld.be conducted by the public in the in¬ 
terest of the public, such corporations are compelled to control men in 
othce by all means, fair or foul. Jay Gould practiced wholesale bribery 
in legislative bodies—our Milwaukee monopolist (Henry Villard) shows, 
even more shrewdness and more ‘’economy" in his business affairs. 
Villard controls our Common Council without direct bribery, because he 
was cunning enough to employ the “boss" of the Republican party and 
the “boss" of the Democratic party as presidents of his street railway and 
of his electric light companies. .No favor is refused these gentlemen by 
their party adherents. 

The Difference. 

If the city owned the street car lines, the fare could be reduced 
materially,tiie wages of the men raised and still a fair margin left as prof¬ 
it to the city. 

The Badger Illuminating company contracts to furnish the city arc 
lights ot 2,000 caudle power, while the actual power of those it does, 
furnish, is less than 1,000 candle power. For these it charges $110 a 
year per light, while Staunton, Va., which owns its plant, gets even more 
powerful arc lights at $24 each. Our business men are compelled to pay 
even more than the city. 

It has been estimated, and the claim has never been contradicted, 
that if the city owned the gas works and furnished gas for lighting and 
fuel purposes at cost, the people of the city could save more than five 
million dollars a year that are paid unnecessarily to the gas monopoly 
and the coal combine. 

Another Extortion. 

. It is the same in the case of the telephone. The instrument costs, 
about $3, the chemicals required cost not over $1 a year and by the in¬ 
troduction of the automatic switch board the expense of a telephone 
should not exceed $5 a year. Yet our telephone company by the aid of 
subservient aldermen extorts from $00 to $200 a year from each subscri¬ 
ber. And the company seems to assume that the public exists for the 
benefit of the company', not the company for the benefit of the public. 

An Object Lesson. 

But why argue these points further? Our water works furnish the 
best evidence of the advantage of public control of public utilities. We 
have our water cheaper than any city where the wa*er is controlled by 
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private corporations. The men employed in our water works never 
strike, because they are treated better than they would be by private 
parties, and yet the profits of our waterworks last year exceeded $234,009. 

What we Claim. 

We do not claim that by winning the coming election we can "bang* 
the condition of things generally. I3ut we do claim that a vote for the 
Co-operative Ticket is a protest against the robber system of the old par- 
tie* and that it will hasten the dawn of the co-operative commonwealth. 
Furthermore, we do claim that if we win the coming election we will do 
away with the existing abuses in the local administration as far as we 
are not hampered in doing so by the Republican and Democratic state 
laws. 

Think for Yourself, Vote for Yourself. 

And now we ask every intelligent voter to. read our platform, attend 
our meetings, study the reforms presented and then think for himself 
and vote for himself. 

THE PLATFORM. 

1. The administration of municipal affairs in the interest oi all the 
people, and not for the benefit of a few privileged corporations. 

2. The most stringent control of public expenditures to secure 
honesty and economy. 

3. The repeal of the intricate, tyrannical and un-Americun caucus 
law passed by the last legislature. 

4. The equalization of the salaries of public officials. 

3. The issue of city bonds in small denominations, thus giving our 
own citizens an opportunity to buy our bonds and keeping the interest 
at home, instead of paying it as useless tribute to outside capitalists and 
usurers. 

6. Provision for the employment of idle and starving workmen by 
the issue of city treasury warrants or loans from the people to the city. 

7. The abolition of the contract system on all public work. 

8. In the interest of economy we demand that the city shall furnish 
all school hooks for the pupils free, and thus do away with the extortions 
of the school book trust. 

0. Immediate preparation for the purchase or establishment of muai- 
cipal gas'and electric light plants and the ultimate ownership of the tele¬ 
phone and street car systems, as well as all other public utilities.
